A Long 
Way From Home 


A day or two ago a young Negro walked into 

my office. He had a pleasant face and manner. 

When he began to speak I guessed, from the ac- 

cent, he was from Jamaica, but he did not look Jamaican.

He is from the Gold Coast of West Africa, and you will sel- 

dom meet a fellow any farther from home than he. In all my 

life I had never met anyone from the Gold Coast. He was edu- 

cated first by Presbyterian missionaries and later in a state school. 

He is taking premedical work, hoping to become a doctor and go 

back home to his “dear native land.” 

I asked him to write something about the Gold Coast.

It fol- 


~ As the name suggests, the Gold Coast is a land 
Physiography of gold, other mineral resources, food, raw 
materials and, indeed, a land of “milk and honey.” Situated on the 
western corner of Africa, the Gold Coast covers an area of approxi- 
mately 79,000 square miles. It is the second largest, most produc- 
tive and rapidly advancing country among the four sister colonies 
of British West Africa. It has a population of 5.000.000. The coun- 
try is bounded on the south by the wide expanse of the boisterous 
Atlantic Ocean. 


Flora-Fauna Traversing the country from the south to the 

north, the following vegetational belts are en- 
countered. The coastal plain is narrow, with sand bars and sandy 
areas. The vegetation is mainly bahama “poor” grass, with patches 
of coconut trees here and there. Some rabbits and hares are found 
in tnis area, 

The coastal plain, extending .a few miles inland, merges imper- 
ceptibly into the semi-equatorial forest. It is the richest part of 
the whole country. In the forest are found tall and gigantic trees, 
interlaced by climbing stems which twine around their neighbor 
trees in their stimulus to catch sunlight. The leaves are broad and 
dark green, a representative of the selvas in the Congo Basin 
(Africa) and the Amazon Basin (South Ameri¢a). There is a thick 
undergrowth of shrubs and small plants. In some places the density 
of the foliage is such that the rays of the sun are unable to pene 
trate for the most part of the year. Rainfall is heavy and constant, 
and the rains of this area are of the southwest monsoon type, break- 
ing in June and lasting till October. In this region monkeys, ante- 
lopes, bush pig and other beasts exist. 

Beyond the forest region northward is the savannah or grass- 
land area. Here are found the tall elephant grass with some trees 
where there is sufficient rainfall. Where there is little or no rainfall, 
there is poor grass and much sand. The weather condition of this 
whole intry appears to be uniform all the year around. The 
average weather temperature for the year is 85 degrees F.

Government divisions, namely: the Colony, Ashanti and the 
Northern Territories. The Colony is subdivided into the Eastern, 
Central and Western Provinces. There are nearly 62 different 
States which form the local divisions of the country.

Barring disasters, which aren’t likely now, 
they figure we are about to find ourselves with 
1,300,000,000 bushels more corn than we can eat, 
drink, or feed to the pigs.

Seven hundred and fifty em- 
ployes of the Ford Assembly Plant 
at Hapeville, who were idle in 
May because of a strike in Michi- 
gan, are not entitled to jobless 
‘benefits or to soldiers’ unemploy- 
ment benefits.

The Venerable Banana Split 
--A Gastronomical Wonder

Here's to the unsung heroes, the forgotten warriors 


who daily engage in active 
battlefield and eat it up—al! 

Conquering a banana split is 
no mean feat. 

Big men have tried and failed 
Professional] gourmets have gone 
down in ignominious defeat 
while women and children have 
fought on to win. For it’s not 
a matter of brawn or brain o: 
even persistence. It is a pe 
culiar quality of digestion that 
marks the winner, namely— iron 

But for the namby-pamby soft 
drink sipper who thinks a ba 
nana split is made of bananas, 
here are the ingredients. 

The first step according to 
Dr. R. I Wells, of a Buckhead 
crugstore, is to split the banana 
in two, lengthwise, and lay it on 
its back. Then on top are ap- 
plied three scoops of ice cream, 
chocolate, strawberry and va 
nilla. Atop this conglomeration 
are tossed crushed walnuts in a 
syrup base and strawberries 
Billowy whipped cream is 
spread over everything.
